local newspapers. In order to meet 
theac conditions adequately, it will be 
necessary for your Board to put be- 
fore the people a proposal to im-reRHCj 
the indebtedness of the district. What 
shape this proposal should take ia a 
matter that merits your careful con- 
sideration. The plan that in adopted 
at. this time will necessarily affect 
the operation and the welfare of the 
.schools for some years, and it is there- 
fore desirable that there be a full and 
free, discussion of the question. Our 
purpose in this letter 
i^> 10 consult 


with you, and to obtain fr»m you »n 
expression of your views. 


First, as to the necessity of taking 


action. It is pretty generally known 
that our schools 
arc filled to the 


limit of their capacity. 
In some de-i 


partments the policies of 
teaching 


and housing that are most conductive 
to (food results have -to be i»acrifire<i 
on account of space. 
The minimum 


limit of floor area and air space for 
each pupil is fixed by law, and un- 
less additional rooms are provided, it 
will be necessary to rent roonts out- 
side, the school building-!?. It is un- 
desirable to have jrrade schools re- 
moved from the direct su]wvi«ion of 
the grade principal, ami besides it ie 
practically impossible to obtain roomn 
outside, with the proper tijrht, heat, 
ventilation arid toilet conveniences. 


Last year the schools opened with 


1495 
pupils, while this year the num- 


ber WAS l."»o. In the first month of 
the present school year there went 
enrolled in the grades 1251 pupils as 
against 1212 for the first mon'h of last 
year.

The recent lifting; of the foot and 
mouth quarantines from large areas 
previously doted and the modification 
of the quarantines in still other sec­ 
tions has been made possible by the 
co-operation not only of the various 
state officials, but of farmers and 
stockmen themselves. Where this co­ 
operation has been moat iu evidence 
progress .in the eradication of the dis­ 
ease has been, most rapid. The federal 
authorities have of coarse control over 
the movement of live- stock, in Inter­ 
state commerce only. The local quar­ 
antines are established and enforced 
by the state. Their efficiency depends 
in'great measure upon the willingness 
of tie people to submit to the neces­ 
sary restrictions.

speet of public opinion. In Michigan 
the first herd was slaughtered on Oct 
19. 
Cases of the disease existed in fif­ 
teen Michigan, counties and in eighteen 
in Indiana. 
In all 330 herds were af­ 
fected.' Sixty days later these herds 
had all been slaughtered and the in­ 
fected premises cleaned and freed from 
disease. In the interval there bad been 
only a few scattering instances—half 
a dozen possibly—of the plague spread­ 
ing from these different center* of in­ 
fection to neighboring farms. 
..The people not only observed the 
quarantine regulations, but they did 
ait in their power to expedite the work 
of slaughter. In many cases they had 
the ditches in which the animals were 
to be buried dug and waiting for the 
killing-gangs. As a rule, no objection 
was. taken to the appraiser's valuatlou 
of the condemned stock, which is the 
more surprising in view of the fact 
that so little was generally known of 
the seriousness' of the' disease. 
The 
farmers did not want to part with 
their stock. 
They saw that the sore 
mouths and feet grewtbetter, and they 
had had no experience with the after 
effects of the pestilence—the constant 
aborting, the failure to produce milk, 
the ability to disseminate 
disease 
months after the visible -symptoms 
had disappeared. 
Nevertheless they 
accepted the situation, helping instead 
of hindering. 


In only a very few cases wan there 
any attempt to conceal the existence 
of the disease—in fact, public opinion 
was so strongly against this that it 
was practically impossible to do so. 
In one instance a man fed some skim- 
milk from a creamery to a calf., which 
later developed foot and mouth dis­ 
ease. 
It.occurred to him to kill the 
calf sad say, nothing about the mat­ 
ter. The neighbor', however, obtained 
some inkling of the facts and notified 
the authorities. 
After he had been 
forced to admit that be had killed the 
calf the body was dug up and unmis- 
takablo marks of the disease found 
upon it. 
Within two weeks all the 
rest of the herd was infected and had 
to be killed. 
In addition, the owner 
was fined $20 or so for- breaking the 
quarantine regulations. Thesentimeut 
of the whole community, it should bo 
noted, was against him. 


Prom such experiences life stock 
authorities are more than ever con­ 
vinced that skimmilk should invariably 
be sterilized. The danger from the foot 
and month disease is, c-f course, a pass­ 
ing one. Previous epidemics have been 
stamped out, and there is no reason to 
suppose that this one will not be. Tu­ 
berculosis, however, is a permanent 
men%ce. Its symptoms are not so im­ 
mediately noticeable, and it is there­ 
fore more difficult to trace the origin 
of the infection, but there is no doubt 
that it is frequently disseminated in 
skimmilk in the same way that the 
foot and month disease was in the in­ 
stances described. 


Together with the creameries, public 
sales of live stock have proved them­ 
selves 
most 
dsngerous 
agents 
in 
spreading foot and mouth disease. In 
Indiana and Michigan the state author­ 
ities absolutely prohibited the holding 
of such sales in er adjacent to areas 
where the disease existed. The spread 
of the contagion in other states where 
thia 
prohibition 
was 
not 
enforced 
shows the value of the precaution, but 
it requires strong anil determined ac­ 
tion on the part of the local authori­ 
ties.

First, as to the necessity of taking; 
action. 
It is pretty generally known 
that 
our 
schools 
are filled to the 
limit of their capacity. 
In some de­ 
partments the policies of 
teaching 
and housing that are most conductive 
to good results have .to be sacrificed 
on account of space. 
The minimum 
limit of floor area and air space for 
each pupil is fixed by law, and un­ 
less additional rooms are provided, it 
will be necessary to rent rooms out­ 
side the school buildings. 
It is un­ 
desirable to have grade 
schools 
re­ 
moved from the direct supervision of 
the grade principal, and besides it is 
practically impossible to obtain rooms 
outside, with the proper light, heat, 
ventilation and toilet conveniences. 


Last year the schools opened with 
1495 pupils, while this year the num­ 
ber was 1535. In the first month of 
the present school year there were 
enrolled in the grades 1251 pupils ns 
against 1212 for the first mon'h of last 
year. 
There are 32 grade teachers 
including the principals, with an aver­ 
age of 39 pupils for each 
teacher. 
There are only 29 school rooms in the 
buildings used for grade work, and 
consequently three of 
the 
grade 
schools, (the eighth 
grades) 
are 
housed in the High School Building. 


The High School Building is inade­ 
quate for the present size of the high 
school, which numbered 
the 
first 
month of the present school year 334, 
as against 293 of the first month of 
last year. 
28rf of these pupils are 
seated in the main study hall which 
is not intended to accommodate more 
than half that number. The freshmen, 
sophomore and junior 
classes 
are 
seated in the study hall, while the 
seniors (this year numbering 42) are 
placed in a separate room down stairs. 
In 1913 the recitation rooms in the 
high, school building were re-arranged 
by moving and placing partitions so 
as t o accommodate 
the 
increasing 
divisions of the 
classes.

Amos Plnehot in the course of a 
speech ia New York city made a vig­ 
orous attack on the* Rockefeller founda­ 
tion. 


"The force," said Mr. Pinchot, "of so

"It is a move by which the Rockefel­ 
ler Interests would also control thought. 
The. independent economic thinker in 
our own day will find himself out of 
the circle in the heavily endowed east­ 
ern universities. He only has a chance 
for intellectual freedom and expres­ 
sion in the fresh water colleges of the 
west. 1 do not charge the Rockefellers 
with a conscious coiippirncy or plot, but 
bash-ally I regard this foundation fund 
as • the most powerful effort made to 
tight Hie deciocratic ideals of American 
life."

local newspapers. In order to meet 
theac conditions adequately, it will be 
necessary for your Board to put be- 
fore the people a proposal to im-reRHCj 
the indebtedness of the district. What 
shape this proposal should take ia a 
matter that merits your careful con- 
sideration. The plan that in adopted 
at. this time will necessarily affect 
the operation and the welfare of the 
.schools for some years, and it is there- 
fore desirable that there be a full and 
free, discussion of the question. Our 
purpose in this letter 
i^> 10 consult 


with you, and to obtain fr»m you »n 
expression of your views. 


First, as to the necessity of taking 


action. It is pretty generally known 
that our schools 
arc filled to the 


limit of their capacity. 
In some de-i 


partments the policies of 
teaching 


and housing that are most conductive 
to (food results have -to be i»acrifire<i 
on account of space. 
The minimum 


limit of floor area and air space for 
each pupil is fixed by law, and un- 
less additional rooms are provided, it 
will be necessary to rent roonts out- 
side, the school building-!?. It is un- 
desirable to have jrrade schools re- 
moved from the direct su]wvi«ion of 
the grade principal, ami besides it ie 
practically impossible to obtain roomn 
outside, with the proper tijrht, heat, 
ventilation arid toilet conveniences. 


Last year the schools opened with 


1495 
pupils, while this year the num- 


ber WAS l."»o. In the first month of 
the present school year there went 
enrolled in the grades 1251 pupils as 
against 1212 for the first mon'h of last 
year. There are ;'>2 grade teachers 
including; the principals, with an aver- 
age of 39 pupils for each 
teacher.
